WOES OF THE NAVIGATORS. 
Storm-Tossed Mariners and Their Tales— 
Wreck of the Star of Scotia. 

Loxpon, Sept. 5.— [New York World Ca- 
ble.}|—Every vessel that arrives from New 
York brings news of unusual gules and very 
bad weather along the Irish coast. The In- 
man steamer City of Richmond, which ar- 
rived off Queenstown from New York today, 
Was compelled to enter the inner harbor in 
order to be able to transfer to the tender 
such passengers as wished to disembark. 
The Lord Clive from Philadelphia also had to 
seek shelter. 

Martin Olsen, one of the crew of the Bel- 
fast barque Star of Scotia, has arrived at 
Liverpool and has given some very thrilling 
details of the wreck of that vessel on the 
Falkland Islands ana the loss of eight lives. 
Of the men drowned one was the mate 
of the  vesse and of the  oth- 
ers the bodies of two were found 
on the beach with nearly all the flesh eaten 
off by wild and voracious birds. According 
to Olsen’s account it appears that the Star of 


Scotia was bound from San Francisco to 
Queenstown and had on board a cargo of 
wheat. She was manned by a crew of twen- 
+ dey and got ashore on the rocks at Bull 
oint, about a hundred miles from Port 
Stanley, Falkland Islands. It was about 
half-past 11 at night wnen the vessel struck, 
ind the crew remained on board until day- 
light. A heavy surf was b on the 
isiand.

Some of the men 
managed to cling to the upturned craft, 
which afterwards righted. Some of the 
r fellows never reached her again, 
ut were drowned. While making once 
more for shore the boat was again 
capsized, and this happened no 
less than seven times, until there were only 
the three left. Some of the men —4— 
to the capsized boat, but their strength 
failed them and becoming exhausted they 
had to loosen their hold and perish in the 
water. The water, to add to the men’s suf- 
ferings, was intensly cold and it was only by 
their robust constitutions that Davis and 
Drummond saved their lives. They saw their 
co es drowning, but could not afford the 
slightest aid. When the shipwrecked men 
landed the island was covered with snow ana 
the place was bitterly cold. They, however; 
found shelter in the hut of seme hercsmen 
and were kindly treated. The herdsmen also 
rode.a hundred miles to inform the authori- 
ties of the disaster.

ABIZONA DESPERADOES SHOT DOWN. 


A Brave Sheriff Attacks Four Cattle Thieves 
and Kills Three. 
ALBUQUERQUE, N. M., Sept. 5.—A desperate 
shooting affair occurred last night at Holbrook, 
Apache County, Ari., in which Andy Cooper and 
a half-brother named Samuel Blevins were 
killed by Sheriff Owens, and John Blevins and 
Mose B. Roberts weunded, the former slightly 
and the latter mortally. The men killed 
and wounded have been members of a 
desperate gang of cattle-thieves who have been 
a terror to the law-abiding citizens of Yavapai 
and Apache Counties and openly boasted that 
the officers were afraid to arrest them. They 
have lately been engaged in a cattle war at 
Tonto Basin, in which several lives have been 
lost. Sheriff Mulvernon of Yavapai Coun- 
ty, accompanied by Deputy-Sheriffs Francis 
and Odel have deen in pursuit 
this gang for several weeks and were 
unable to effect their capture. Monday last 
Sheriff Owens learned that the four men had ar- 
rived in Holbrook and were living in a small 
house near the railroad track armed with a Win- 
chester. The officer started alone to arrest the 
desperadoes. Arriving at the house he knocked, 
and, upon the door being ete go | Andy Cooper, 
the officer informed him he hada warrant for 
his arrest. The only * ey received was a bullet 
which passed through the Sheriff's coat, fort- 
unately without injuring him. The fire was re- 
turned and Cooper fell dead. The shooting then 
became general. Owens took @ position at the 
window, shooting all three of the men inside the 
house. Samuel Blevins, one of the killed, is a 
boy only 14 years old, but fully as desperate as 
his elder companions. The Coroner’s jury exon- 
erated Sheriff Owens. 


A PRESIDENT FOR BALTIMORE & OHIO. 


Guesses as to Who Will Succeed Garrett— 
Vice-President Spencer’s Chances. 

Battrmorg, Md., Sept. 5.—[Speeial.— The 
American will say tomorrow that Mr. Samuel 
Spencer, the present First Vice-President of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Road, has been settled upon 
as President Robert Garrett’s successor. Mr. 
Spencer is about 40 years old. He began in the 
Baltimore & Ohio service as a $600-a-year clerk, 
worked his way,up to chief clerk to Master of 
Transportation Sharp, went with Mr. Sharp to 
the Long Island Road, and was recalled by the 
Baltimore & Ohio to fill one of its 
Vice-Presidencies.

SHOT DEAD BY A VETERAN 


A TIPSY SALOONKEEPER COMES TO 
HIS END SUDDENLY. 


Night-Watchman Charles H. Wood Finds 
Joseph TZanieschek Asleep and Taps 
Him with His Club—A Personal En- 
counter Ensues in Which the Saloonist 
Receives a Bullet in the Breast—The 
Watchman Claims that He Did Not 
Intend to Shoot. 


Joseph Zanieschek, a saloonkeeper at No. 
% Randolph street, was shot and almost in- 
stantly killed by Charles H. Wood, a night 
watchman belonging to the Veteran Police 
Patrol, at 10:30 o’clock last night. The kill- 
ing resulted from the exercise of 
police authority by Wood, who struck 
the saloonkeeper with his club because 
he found... him lying asleep in the 
Stairway of the Borden Block over the 
saloon. Zanleschek attacked Wood for 
striking bim with the elub and the night 
watchman backed into a corner, drew his re- 
volver, and shot him. 

Zanieschek left his saloon early in the 
evening with some friends, intending to 
play a game of billiards. This was the 
last seen of him until the shoot- 
ing occurred. It is supposed that he 
drank rather heavily and returning 
to the saloon sat down in the stairway and 
feil asleep. Wood was making his rounds, 
and, passing the Borden Block, flashed his 
lantern up the stairway and saw Zanieschek 
there asleep. He took him by the collar and 
giving him a shake told him to get up and 
go home. Receiving no answer, Wood 
jerked the man into a sitting posture 
and threatened to hit him with his 
club if he did not get up and 
go home. Half awakened by this time, Zanie- 
schek returned an emphatic refusal, and the 
night-watchman struck him a light blow on 
the head with his club. This had the desired 
effect, for Zanieschek was wide awake in an 
instant, and jumping up made a pass at the 
watchman to strike him. Several friends of 
Zanieschek’s came up at this moment, just 
in time to see their friend struck by 
the club. Wood pretreated to the sidewalk 
and, seeing that he was outnumbered, took 


refuge in a corner behind a stone column and 
endeavored to draw his whistle. The crowd 
closed in around him and he flourished his 
club, thinking to keep them off with it. Zan- 
ieschek pushed thro the little circle and 
struck ‘Wood 


profusely. became extremely fright- 
ened at these evidences of hostility and at 
the belligerent attitude of the crowd. 
ckly fting his club to his left arm, 
ooa reached behind him and drew his re- 
volver. He placed it against Zanieschek’s 
breast and ed the trigger. The shot did 
dei work, and the wounded man fell 
back into the arms of his friends. 

For a few seconds after the report of the 
revolver there was a silence, broken only by 
some one’s breathless exclamation: ‘Joe is 
shot!”

She threw herself frantically on the 
floor beside the dead body and went into 
spasm after spasm of hysterics, shneking 
and crying in the most heartrending way. 
Frank Zanieschek, a brother, entered the 
saloon just behind his sister-in-law. He, 
too, was unaware of the tragedy, 
which had taken place, and was almost as 
strongly affected as was the poor wife. The 
sad spectacle was too hard a strain upon the 
nerves of the sympa frienas, who 
wept with them, while others withdrew 
themseives from the c scene. When 
the patrol took the away to Jor- 
dan’s und ing establishment Mrs. Zanie- 
schek begged and implored to be allowed to 
accompany it and had to be forcibly detained 
by the kindly hands of her friends. 

Wood was placed in a cell beneath the 
Central Station, unaware of Zanieschek’s 
‘death, and he was not told different. He 
nervously questioned the officers about his 
victim’s condition, but they studiously re- 
frained from telling him that Zanieschek was 
yet dead or was likelyto die. When hecame 
up to the bars to answer the questions of the 
reporter he was still suffering from excite- 
ment and was so nervous that his narrative 
was disconnected and disjointed. He said 
that his instructions were to call a police 
officer when he found drunken men g 
around, and that he would have done so in 
this case had there been an officer in sight. 
He did not attempt to excuse use of 
the club except by saying: “I only 
wanted to show him that meant 
to be obeyed, and would use the club on him 
if he didn’t get up.“ Wood says he did not 
recognize Zanieschek and does not think he 
ever saw him before.

S. Wh , 
and when he refused to handſe any more of 
his paper everybody came to conclusion 
that things were in a bad One of the 
directors in the Yale Bank sold a reporter 
that the concern had failed over a mill- 
ion, but that he thought that the assets 
would foot up a good deal more than it is 
commonly supposed they will. 

E. S. Wheeler & Co. are the heaviest man- 
ufacturers and dealers of iron in the State. 
They own the wire-mill at Fair Haven, which 
does an immense business, and are also 
largely interested in other mahufactories and 
foundries. It is generally stated that the 
reason for the failure is because the concern 
has spread out too largely, and has issued 
more paper than it can stand.

But 2,500 of the 20,000 Canadians ofa 
voting age in Chicago are naturalized, and even 
a smaller proportion, perhaps, of the 15,000 En- 
glishmen. It is intended to secure the codpera- 
tion of all British, Scotts, and Canadian clubs or 
clans in the work, and the regular. meetings of 
these organizations will be visited by delegates 
for that purpose, as was the meeting of St. 
George’s Society last night. 

Mr. John Dunn, Chairman of the meeting, an- 
nounced that since the rules of the society pro- 
hibited the discussion of subjects of a religious 
or political nature even naturalization could not 
be spoken of in session. The society thereupon 
adjourned and a meeting of Englishmen was 
called to argue the naturalization question. 
There was no discussion, for everybody thought 
the same way. George B m urged that it was 
the duty of Englishmen to become nafuralized, 
that they might combat the Irish-American with 
hisown weapon. It was always best to become 
a citizen when one was intending to remain in a 
foreign country. It would be best even in China, 
and especially in the Union where, when one be- 
comes a voter, he ma his ticket and 
scratch the Irishmen. Alexander Johnson 
believed in naturalization, but didn't want a 
British-American League or anything else that 
would lead to the polling of a solid British vote. 
It would soon become a Matter of trade and 
barter and some wire-puller would be carrying 
the vote in his pocket, as the Irish and the Ger- 
man votes were now carried in this city. 

“The British vote never will be carried by one 
man,“ responded Joseph Wright. „There is too 
much individuality about the Englishman He 
will vote for the best man and annihilate bood- 
lerism by an honest ballot.” 

George E. Gooch, John Dunn, and William 
Baragwanath all —_ a Word in favor of natur- 
alization.

The First Session Formally Inaugurated 
by President Cleveland—Dr. N. 8. Davis 
of Chicago Elected President— Addresses 
of Secretary Bayard and Dr. Davis—A 
Quarrel Between Two Italian Physi- 
cians—Some of the Distinguished Visit- 
ors—Papers Read Yesterday.

The attendance at Lon- 
don in 1881 fell a littie short of 3,200, the high- 
est point ever reached, but 1,145 were from 
that city alone. At the headquarters it is 
stated that between 300 and 400 foreign phy- 
sicians are here.

THE BIG LABOR PARADE. 


FROM 10,000 TQ 15,000 STALWART 
WORKINGMEN IN.LINE. 


The Most Successful Demonstration of the 


Kind Ever Seen in Chicago—G reat Crowds 
Line the Streets to Witness the Pageant 
—Not Less than 35,000 People at the 
Picnic at Ogden’s Grove—The Rain Cre- 
ates a Temporary Panic. 

The big labor parade yesterday was one of 
the most successful ever held in the city. It 
was about as successful as plenty of people, 
plenty of brass bands, plenty of flags and 
banners and regalia, and plenty of enthusi- 
asm could make it. Fortunately the parade 
was over and everybody at Ogden’s Grove 
before the rain began. The rain spoiled the 
picnic in some measure, but the sun shone 
brightly while the procession was on the 
streets. As early as 9 o’clock immense 
crowds began to converge toward the north 
end of the lake front, which seemed to be the 
central point of rendezvous By 10 
every square east of State, between 
Polk and Washington streets, was jammed 
with semiorganized crowds waiting to take 
part in the parade. The cable cars were 
stopped for nearly two hours, it being impos- 
sible to get through the jam of men and ve- 
hicles. Probably not less than 30,000 people 
were gathered either to take part in the pro- 
cession or to see it started. 

The procession started promptly at 11, the 
front of it reaching the grove at 1:30. The 
line of march was north on Michigan avenue 
from Van Buren to Washington, west to 
Fitth avenue, north to Michigan street, east 
to La Salle avenue, north to North avenue, 
west to Clybourn avenue, and thence to the 
grove.

Llewellyn B. Curry. 

In the death of Llewellyn B. Curry Sunday 
Chicago lost an old and well-known eiten. His 
death was sudden. Saturday be was in his office 
as usual, and he was suffering with what ap- 
peard to be congestion of the lungs when he ar- 
rived at his home, No. 5121 Lake avenue. His 
daughter and housekeeper were away, but friends 
assisted him and Dr. Cook was called. His 
suffering abated, but he was certain that he was 
going to die, and at 1:30 Sunday morning he 
passed away. IIis daughter, Orleanne Curry, 20

Otway Cooper of Urbana, O., a nephew, and 
Col. W. L. Curry of Marysville, a cousin. will 
arrive here, and the remains wil! be taken today 
or tomorrow to Marysville for interment. 

[Llewellyn B. Curry was born in Marysville, 
O., in 1882. Hu grandfather was an officer in the 
Virginia Continentals during the Revolution. and 
Otway Curry, his father, was a pioneer in Ohio, 
settling in Highland County in 1811. Otway Cur- 
ry Wasa remarkable man, and made a wide 
reputation asa poet, journalist, legislator, and 
lawyer.

THE BREEDING OF RACEHORSES. 


Some Very Interesting Facts in Connection 
Therewith. 

The men who are today successful upon 
the running turf differ widely from the class that 
made of racing a combined pursuit and pastime 
previous to the Civil War. Then the institution 
was confined tothe Southern States and had 
little to commend itself to the people of the 
North, save inthe isolated instances wherein a 
battle between a representative horse of either 
section immediately fanned the flame of pride 
and hatred. As early as several years ere 
the close of the last century such desire 
po certain men to so improve the 
— — . as to 47— their — 
whenever es of oppos nterests sought to 
belittie them by the production of — ani- 
mals that the importation of celebrated English 
racers began. med, the winner of the first 
Derby at Epsom, was the first animal of ac- 
knowledged merit brought to America, and from 
that day no less than nine winners of that classic 
event have reached our shores, besides Iroquois, 
who by right belon to America. But 
the production of e thoroughbred was 
never of great importance unt 
twenty years. Se careless 
Southrons of out-crossing and inbreeding that 
such a thing as the almost absolute certaint 
which now exists as to the excellence of s - 

red yearlings was quite unknown. 

Experiments were the rule, and it was only to 
some fortunate nick that the racehorse par ex- 
cellence of the day owed his existence. 
Thoroughness in anything comes only from 
the efforts of menstrongly imbued with the 
desire of accumulating money, and the highest 
type never yet was propuced by methods not 
of business but of pastime. Today upon 
the various race-courses may be seen 
the remnants of original running horsemen. 
Lank of figure, unrefined of face, their lack of 
the qualities so uisit to marked success is 
— apparent. if by chance one of these men 

ave a horse he is generally “shown up 
at the t start for a small purse,and runn 
unbacked, his victory is only of material benefit 
to the bookmakers, who rejoice greatly when an 
“outsider’’ wins. Thereafter the horse becomes 
all but valueless by reason of the severe impost 
of the handicapper, and therecan be no more 
forlorn figure imaginable than that of a small 
owner who, after devoting his life to 

for a racehorse with 
such, a fortune is assured, 
possession of such article and yet 
with a “white elephant“ on his hands. 

A horse like Barney Lee, if owned by sucha 
racing firm as the Dwyers could have been made 
the means of a “coup” at Sheepshead Bay or Mon- 
mouth Park that would have netted many 
thousands of dollars. As it is, he has won merely 
a number of $200 purses. The most successful 
men of the present day, outside the big 
firms and breeders, are those that gain 
their experience by training and man 
horses · upon the trotting turf. By a se 
with some man of means the requisit money 
afforded to purchase such horses as may be de- 
sired, and these, thoroughly fitted, being entered 
ina race, when not completelyo utclassed, are 
almost sure to bring home the money as against 
the horses imperfectly conditioned. 

To make a success of racing ventures requires 
much more than the possession of the best ani- 
mals, and therefore the combination of practical 
horseman and astute business-man is the one 
most in vogue at the present day.

Grex. Pat Colxxxs, the leader of the Massa- 
chusetts Democracy, who has just returned 
from abroad uninjured by his collisions with 
British detectives and customs officers, has 
deen interviewed on political matters by the 
Boston Herald. His most noteworthy utter- 
ance was the expression of an opinion that 
the conventions next year will be held in 
Chicago. Said Gen. Pat: My own feehng is 
“that Chicago is going to be practically the 
“permanent place of assembly, both on ac- 
“count of its central position and the ac- 
“commodations it affords. I don't mean 
this asa boom for Chicago, ad I have no 
“ interest, except on account of my own com- 
“ fort and that of my close friends, where a 
“convention is heid.” Whatever opinions 
may be held of Gen. Pat’s political views, it 
will be generally acknowledged that his head 
is level so far as Chicago is concerned. He 
has been here and knows the convention at- 
tractions of the great place of political resort. 


THE LABOR DEMONSTRATION. 

Notwithstanding the threatening weather 
yesterday the workingmen turned out in full 
ranks upon the occasion of their annual pa- 
rade and festivity and made an imposing 
demonstration. Nearly two hours were con- 
sumed in passing a given point, and thou- 
sands of spectators lined the streets and 
welcomed them with hearty applause. The 
success of the pageant was all the more re- 
markable since there was no issue at stake 
with their employers to call them out. It 
was simply a great holiday, and the enthu- 
siasm and gooi nature of the men showed 
that they were bent upon enjoying it to the 
utmost. 

There were some marked differences be- 
tween this parade and others which have 
preceded it. The most notable of these was 
the absence of the red flag. The Stars and 
Stripes were everywhere, on the horses, on 
the wagons, d in the stout*hands of the 
color-bearers. Each union or assembly bore 
its distinctive banner, defining the nature of 
its work, but there were no emblems of an- 
archy, menace, or bad temper. There were 
no threats against the law, no denunciations 
of employers, no menaces directed at the 
schools, the church, capital, and society, 
such as have c cterized occasions of this 
kind when Socia and Anarchists took 
part in the display. There was no piace for 
Mrs. Parsons in this vast crowd, nor was 
there a division in it that could have been 
witnessed gvith any satisfaction by Spies or 
Fielden from their jail windows. It was a 
peaceful, orderly, enthusiastic procession of 
the toilers on their holiday, under the leader- 
ship of municipal protection, carrying the 
National flag, which was good enough for 
them to march under, though they repre- 
sented a dozen different nationalities. It 
was also noticeable that, while the Socialists 
and their red rag were barred out, the work- 
ingmen decided not to listen to any orations. 
This choked off the demagogs and profes- 
sional labor agitators and prevented the pos- 
sibility of any incendiary utterances which 
would have jarred upon the harmonious char- 
acter of the festivity. 

It was significant of the immensity of the 
labor interests in Chicago that while twenty- 
five or thirty thousand of its representatives 
were giving up the day to pleasure there 
seemed to be no break or interruption in the 
business of the city. The stores, warehouses, 
docks, factories, shops, and yards were just 
as busy as ever, and the great work of 
manufacturing, shipping, and transportation 
went on just the same as usual. Those who 
remained at work only labored the harder 
and those who took a day off will return to 
their duties with renewed zest today to make 
up for lost time and whatever inconvenience 
their employers may have suffered. It is 
cheering to know that the ranks of labor are 
full and to look forward to the approach of 
winter with the knowledge that there will 
be no suffering on account of the voluntary 
or enforced idleness af the workingmen. It 
was a successful display ail round, and its 
managers are entitled to great credit for the 
good order and good feeling which charac- 
terized it and for their great good sense in 
shutting out the brawling agitators and red- 
mouthed Anarchistic element from having 
any part in it. 

MORE SHAM CIVIL-SERVICE REFORM. 

It is to be feared that the Civil-Service Re- 
forth League of Chicago is treasuring up for 
itself wrath against the day of wrath by its 
intermeddling with Federal patronage affairs 
in this city. It is only a few days since our 
usually dignified and urbane Postmaster, Mr. 
Judd, pronounced the members of that emi- 
nent body sapheads.” And now itis Col- 
lector Seeberger’s turn to give vent to the 
sentiment indicated by that characterization. 
In an unguarded moment Mr. Seeberger ad- 
mitted, it is said, that one of the clerks in his 
office, Mr. Webster, had been a good and 
faithful servant, the only reason for remov- 
ing him being that he was a Republican and 
the place was wanted for a Democrat.

and seized upon it. They looked the matter 
up and made a report thereon, which was 
submitted to the National League at its ses- 
sion in Newport about a month ago. It was 
published in Tus Trisuns at the time and 
has at last ripened into a report from the 
Civil-Service Commission. It is true, as Mr 
Wilbanks of the postal service is reported to 
have said, that no one was ever hanged for 
violating the spirit of the Civil-Service law,“ 
but Mr. Seeberger can testify that some one 
has been censured therefor. 

The rights of Mr. Webster as a clerk who, 
having passed the probauonary stage, should 
not be removed except for cause is only the 
initial issue raised. The report reached 
the President, and by him was referred to 

the Civil-Service Commission, and by it re- 
ferred in turn to Commissioners Lyman 
and Edgerton as a sub-committee. The 
result was a report from each, thus making 
it necessary for the other Commissioner, Mr. 
Oberly, to take the responsibility of deciding 
between them. His decision, as tke public 
was informed some days ago, is favorable to 
the Lyman report. The two differed widely. 
Mr. Edgerton insists that the Collector was 
not obhged to give a reason for the removal. 
and that he had a right to cut off the head of 
a subordinate without assigning a reason 
therefor; but the two others lay it down as 
an unvarying law that a cause must be speci- 
fied. That opinion may now be regarded as 
the verdict in the case, unless the President 
shall see fit to overrule the commission and 
stand by Edgerton, which there is no likeli- 
hood of his doing. 

It is to be observed that no step seems to 
be in contemplation for restoring Mr. Web- 
ster or other likesufferers. Consistency and 
good faith would not only require that, but 
also that the cause assigned in all cases of 
the kind should be such as to really justify 
the removal and be susceptible, if necessary, 
of proof. The practical difference between 
the minority and the majority reports is, that 
one is promotive of hypocrisy, while the 
other allows the violation of tne Civil-Serv- 
ice act without lying,about it. The majority 
report, instead of giving the Civil-Service

Does anybody have 
the slightest idea that he will do so? 


OUR NEW CITIZENS. 

A movement is on foot to induce some hun- 
dreds of thousands of resident British sub- 
jects to become citizens of the United States. 
This is as it should be. The Engiishman and 
Scotchman in our midst have too long en- 
joyed the unenviable distinction of being 
about the only class of foreigners who emi- 
grate nither and settle down in this country 
for the rest of their natural lives without 
ever taking the trouble formally to renounce 
the allegiance they have practically thrown 
off. They stand out in especially strong con- 
trast in this respect with the emigrants from 
the Green Isle, most of whom hasten to de- 
clare intentions soon after their arrival. 

A large majority of the British residents of 
this city and vicinity are to all intents and 
purposes citizens of the United States, ex- 


cept that they do not vote and are exempt. 


from jury service. They own more or less 
property, pay their taxes regularly, enjoy the 
protgction accorded to all good citizens, are 
friends of law and order, and are really 
American in heart if not in theory. They 
may not be particularly fond of hearing the 
Queen abused for what they think she can- 
not help, and may not deem it just for the 
average Englishman at home to be held re- 
sponsible for the wrongs that are inflicted 
alike on Irish, English, and Scotch by the 
aristocratic few. But excepting the amiable 
weakness of toasting the Queen at their for- 
mal gatherings and closing the proceedings 
by singing a request that she may be saved, 
they have few peculiarities that can reason- 
ably be objected to. Indeed, it is found that, 
as a rule, the Englishman and the Irishman 
get along very well together in this country 
as acquaintances, and even as close personal 
friends. 

The British alien element in our midst will 
be welcome to the ranks of citizenship, and 
none the less so because there is some ground 
to suspect that a wish to achieve political 
leadership or notoriety on the part of a few 
may have something to ao with the advocacy 
of a radical change in their attitude towards 
the old folks athome. If they accept the in- 
vitation the outcome may safely be left with 
the future. Itis far from probable that the 
movement would result in anything like the 
political“ bossing that has been witnessed 
among some other nationalities. This would 
be forbidden by the fact that the new ele- 
ment is lacking in the numerical strength re- 
quired wo achieve an unbounded success in 
that direction, to say nothing of the well- 
known independence of the average Britisher 
when he is not actually under the thumb of a 
taskmaster, with his nose held fast down to 
the grindstone of poverty. There need be 
little fear that men of the Frank Collier 
stripe will ever rise in this canntry to greater 

wer and prominence by virtue of the Brit- 
ish vote than they could have achieved with- 
outit. The erratic performance of Collier 
in connection with the jubilee address has 
been ridiculed by none more heartily than the 
British people in Chicago.

THE MARYLAND REVOLT. 

The revolt of the Maryland civil-service 
reformers and independent Democrats is 
rapidly spreading, and today will take on an 
organized form by official announcement 
through the columns of the Baltimore C- 
Service Reformer, their organ. The course of 
Mr. Owen in coming out openly in support of 
the .Republican State ticket has been fol- 
lowed by numerous others of the most in- 


fluential independent Democrats in the State, 


and the Reformer, it is stated, will announce 
today that the support of the entire associa- 
tion will be given to the Republicans. In its 
preliminary announcements foreshadowing 
this departure it says: 


The two 22 political objects to which above 
all others the energies of this journal have been 
consistentiy directed since its establishment 
three years ago have been, first, the passage of a 
law by the Maryland Legislature which will in- 
sure the people fair and decent elections, 
second, the passage of another law which wil 
remove the subordinate State and municipal 
officés from the demoralizing control of the 
and prevent their use as a bribery fund to 
defeat the will of the —＋ We have always 
regarded these two matters as fundamental, too 
sacred for subordination to any 1 partisan 
considerations, and, indeed, practically involving 
the life and health of our republican institu- 
tions, which are above party. Our readers, 
therefore, will be fully pre to hear from us 
that if the ntlemen who have been nomi- 
nated by the Republican State Convention, and 
whose personal honesty and fitness no reasonable 
man can question, will weapon a ey them- 
selves to the support of the satisfactory and ex- 
licit utterances of the Republican State plat- 
orm upon these two issues, we will render them 
our earnest, unqualified, and practical support. 


The animus of the new movement is clearly 
enough developed in the following extract 
from the same paper. 


Without the prop of the abilities and labors of 
these men in their line the political ring in Balti- 
more would fall ignominiously to the und, as 
Mr. Gorman would surely have fallen if Mr. 
Cleveland had not made him master of the Fed- 
eral patronage in Maryland. They hold thei 
places exclusively as the reward of their control 
over nominations and elections. They were 
given salaries for the express purpose of keeping 
the ring in power, and for none other. As we 
seid a year ago, the President has deliberately 
put the machine into office. How can he or we 
expect it to stop running? That the circular of 
Mr. Cleveland would stop it seemed to us at the 
time a suggestion which trifled with the public 
intelligence. 


The Maryland revolt is the first signal of 
similar revolts elsewhere, as the same causes 
which led to it are in operation elsewhere. It 
has occurred first because the violation of 
the Civil-Service laws has been more flagrant 
there than in other States. The President 
has openly tolerated and encouraged the cor- 
rupt Gorman ring to commit its frauds 
upon the ballot-box, to manipulate primaries, 
and to perpetuate its power by “‘defiling the 
sources of municipal and State legislation.” 
He has allowed his July order to lapse into 
desuetude and turned his back upon the 
scandalously corrypt operations of Higgins, 
Thomas, and Rasin. He has permitted these 
men to abandon their offices and not only 
mix in partisan politics but carry on what is 
known as “fine work.” Civil service in 
Maryland has been given over to debauchery, 
and the professional spoilsmen have had full 
swing. There are indications that a similar 
revolt will shortly take place in Indiana, 
headed by the Indianapolis News, the or- 
gan of the independent Democracy of 
that State, which says in a recent 
issue: “We again call attention to the par- 
“allelism between Indiana and Maryland. 
There has been a riot of spoilsism of full 
“ Jacksonian rankness. It smells to heaven. 
“The people of Indiana are not less vigorous 
“than those of Maryland. They are deter- 
“ mined that this rottenness shall be rooted 
ae out.“

ATTACKING THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
Tho noteworthy feature of the thirty-sec- 
ond annual delegate assembly of the German 
Central Union of the United States was the 
attack on the public school system of the 
country. The union was not avowedly re- 
sponsible for the opimons expressed, nor 
can it be accused of having indorsed 
them. Hostility to the public schools 
was, however, the salient point in the fes- 
tivalsermon of the occasion, preached by 
Bishop Wigger of New Jersey. He not only 
depiored but condemned the custom of send- 
ing children to the free public schools, de- 
claring that it imperiled the soul and was a 
violation of the sacred duty of seeking first 
the Kingdom of Heaven and its righteous- 
ness. 

It is impossible to measure the extent to 
which this bigoted prejudice against secu- 
lar education goes, but it is by no means 
an individual eccentricity on the part of 
the Bishop of one particular diocese, nor 
is the sentiment confined to the Roman 
Catholic Church; although that church is 
alone, we believe, in providing ecclesiastical 
schools for young children within easy reach 
of the public schools. Protestant parents 
often send their children to private teachers, 
but not for religious reasons. The Advance of 
this city, the organ of the Congregational 
denomination, contains in its issue of the Ist 
inst. a communication from the Rev. Dr. 
Jenkins of Freeport, in which that gentle- 
man says:

Precisely the same spirit crops out here as 
in Bishop Wigger’s sermon. Secular educa- 
tion is held to be substantially the same thing 
as atheistic instruction. There is a perverse 
confounding of unreligious with frreligious 
education. The assumption that a child’s ed- 
ucation is confined to the school-room is nar- 
row and ought not to be true of any child of 
religious parents. It is forgotten, appar- 
ently, by the ultra advocates of doctrinal 
teaching in the public schools that the home is 
after all the great educational institution, 
and that from a religious point of view the 
home is supplemented by the Sunday-school. 
The wise policy of our educational system is 
to leave to parents and the Sunday-schools 
the fullest possible swing in molding the 
religious opinions of tlie young. Any depart- 
ure from this policy would be hable to abuse. 
The only safe way is to keep alocf and not 
interfere with matters of faith, Even when 
it comes to what are called the “ funda- 
mental doctrines of religion there is diver- 
sity of opinion. 

The Jenkinses and the Wiggers might as 
well understand that the secularism of our 
public schools is an integral part of our ad- 
vanced civilization, and that ecclesiastics, 
whether Catholic or Protestant, cannot 
change it. This matter was practically settled 
100 years ago, when the Constitution of the 
United States was framed. The spirit of the 
Constitution was not applied to our public 
schools at once, The old Puritan idea of com- 
mon every day Sunday-schools lingered long, 
especially at the East, but the spirit of 1787 is 
now generally pervasive.

The Dark Ages have rolied away and the sun 
of religious liberty is in no danger of eclipse 
in this country from Any reactionary spirit 
of ecclesiasticism.

Its right ascension tomorrow 
(Wednesday) morning will be very nearly nine 
hours, twenty-nine minutes, and is increasing at 
the rate of four and three-quarters minutes of 
time per day. This description of position will 
enable those who understand stellar codrdinates 
to find the comet in the early morning hours.

The head of this organization 1s 
Josenn Smith Jr., son of the original Mor- 
mon prophet. The “ Book of Mormon,” be- 
lieved by these people to be the direct m- 
spiration of God, consists of fifteen books. It 
does not displace the orthodox Bible, but 
merely supplements it, and purports to be a 
record of the wanderings of certain Israel- 
ites who are said to have left Palestine and 
settled in America about 600 years before 
Christ, togethgr with the prophecies of a line 
of prophets among them. The language 
‘closely resembies that of the ordinary Bible, 
with Oriental forms of expression, the use of 
“thee” and “thou” and frequent repetition 
of the Scriptural phrase, “ And it came to 
pass.” There are two editions of this re- 
markable work; one from Utah, with inter- 
polations, revelations, and references not to 
be found in the one issued here at Lamoni. 
The doctrine of polygamy does not belong to 
the true Book of Mormon, which expressly 
declares that a man shall have but one wife, 
the abomination of Utah growing out of 
alleged revelations at a later day through 
Brigham Young and others, but entirely re- 
jected by the Lamom Mormons. The book 
teaches love to God, morality, and charity to 
men, and no church.sets forth man’s relig- 
ious privileges more explicitly than the follow 
ing quotation from the last chapter of Moroni, 
the tenth in the order of books:

Young’s determined policy, how- 
ever, only made matters worse with the cit- 
izens, and a convention was held at Carthage 
to take steps to drive the Mormons away. 
Rather than to have more trouble and possi- 
bie bloodshed, Young agreed to lead bis 
le out of the jurisdiction of the Unitea 
tates by going to Utah, then belonging to 
Mexico. e long overlana journey began in 
the spring of 1846, and in the following year 
permanent settlement, was made in the then 
far-off land. Those true to Young underwent 
great suffering and privation as they strug- 
gied along for severa — and many actu- 
ally died of starvation. empo stops 
were made by different bands in their jour- 
ney across lowa, one large party founding 
Kanevilie, or what is now Council Bluffs.

A MULE FALLS FORTY FEST. 


Crashed Headforemost Into a Well, Hauled 
Out, and Put to Work. 

Philip Donaghy’s big mule created more 
excitement down. in the Twenty-sixth Ward the 
other day than that usually quiet neighborhood 
has known since the day, away back in the 
summer of 88, when Widow Brady's goat fell 
ma sewer and seriously injured two boys 
from Webster's brick-yard who were 
foolhardy enough to go into the sewer 
to help the goat out.
